When  I  wont  but  of  the  Husin  Tjng  again  into  the 
Hoping  road,  I  noticed  an  old  man  in  black  robe  approaching 
slowly;  I  called  to  him  and  found  ho  v/as  Father  Jaoquinot 
on  patrol.  Ho  seemed  about  sixtv  a  gently  old  man  with 
grey  ’  '  ' •'  board  and  quiet  small  eves  sot  in  the 

centre  of  the  spectacles.  Put  those  small  eyes  sparkled 
in  that  pious  passion  with  ’"hlch  ho  dedicated  his  life  tc 
the  Chinese  people,  kept  standing  on  the  boundaries  of  the 
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BRfoty  80no  in  order  to  orotoct  them  ovon  whon  tho  Japanese 
troops  wore  approaching  and  two  hits  wore  scored  on  tho 
skirts  of  his  robo. 

First  of  all,  I  thanked  him  for  his  exertions  saying 
"I'as  one  of  tho  Japanese  nation,  express  our  deep  gratitude 
for  youi*”  noble  work"  To  which  ho  replied  t 

"No,  it’s  not  my  work.  It  is  tho  Japanese  Army  who 
established  it|  it  is  entirely  duo  to  tho  kind  consideration 
of  tho  Japanese  Army  that  I  can  do  such  a  noble  work" 

"In  this  safety  zone,"  ho  procoodod  on  ^"about  500,000 
Chinese  refugees  have  boon  living  V'ut  tho  Japanese  Army 
never  shot  a  shell  thoro  in  for  humanity's  sake.  So,  ovon 
v/hon  Nanking  was  afire,  wo  could  live  almost  .as  peacefully 
as  over,  and  there  was  found  no  man  who  assumed  an  nnti- 
Jnponoso  attitude.  In  ray  long  life  in  China,  never  have 
I  experienced  so  keenly  as  now  that  tho  Japanese  Army 
are  that  of  justice.  Wo  have  already  mobilized  the 
International  Rod  Cross  Society  at  Shanghai  and  devid'id 
it  into  three  sections',  l,o..  Medical  Clothing  and  Food 
Seotions,  In  order  to  do  our  best  for  protection  of  tho 
refugees  as  to  medicines  and  clothes  wo  have  enough  but 
as  to  food  we  had  only  2  or  5  day's  ration  loft.  Wo  felt 
quite  uneasy  whon  Japanoso  commander  in-chief  Oonoral 
Uatsui  granted  us  a  gift  of  ¥10,000.  with  which  .lire  shall 
be  able  to  buy  14  days'  ration  of  food.  We  can't  express 
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our  sonso  of  grutitudo*"
